indeed the location of Hawaii. Only a few Pacific area stations were noted, the 
best signal being from Tahiti, slightly east of south, Although mid-summer is 
not the best season for Asian reception, Japan began to come in shortly after 


local midnite. 


From Sunset Beach, empirical observation might lead one to conclude that one 
is actually located some 2,000 miles farther north, off the coast of Washington 
or British Colombia. ‘The loudest signals are not, as in Kailua, KDAY, XERF, 
XERB, PJB, KFBK, and others from California, Mexico, and farther south, but 
rather CKDA, CJVI, CFCN, KPNW, KEX, KGA, and others from Canada and the Pacific 
North-West. The Mexican border stations were noted, but XEW alone was noted 
from Mexico City; XERF was no better than CHUB, and XERB was drowned by KING, 
From Kailua, at least 8 stations are heard from Mexico City alone, plus various 
other Mexicans also. The only other Latin American signals were PJB and traces 
of CMQ. Not a single station from the Sotuh American ca mainland were noted, 
and there were no split frequencies or even heterodynes indicating their presence 


even weakly. 


Kailua's own station, KLEL with 10 kw on 1130, suffered severely from CKWX 
QRM in Sunset Beach, and by late evening the 3,000 mile distant station domin- 


ated the one 25 miles away.

WCAU, Philadelphia, was the only northern E.C, station observed equally 
well at both locations; however, at Sunset Beach, it was heard right through 
KZO0, Honolulu, on the same frequency; such reception is impossible in Kailua. 
However, from Kailua, several Florida stations were well noted (as well as about 
10 Cubans); at Sunset Beach, only a trace of CMQ. 


From the Pacific, Kwajalein was significantly better at Sunset Beach, and 


Ponape, so far 


only heard once in Kailua, was quite well heard, suggesting 


that it is a regular logging there; Majuro was about equal at both locations. 
Reception from the Southwest, therefore, seems to be better than in Kailua; 
whereas reception from Tahiti, which is slightly east of south, was definitely 
better in Kailua; Fiji, Tonga and New Zealand, which are somewhat west of south 


were not noted in either location. 


Australia, a southwesterly bearing was 


slightly better from Sunset Beach; recepthion conditions for the South Pacific 
did not appear to be particularly good at the time of the experiments, se--that 
these results should not be considered definitive; Alaska, which is due north 


from both loc#itiinms, avd vihere signals enter straight from the ocean, appeared 
tte be equal att both Iocattions. Only a few receptions from Asia were observed 
att efter location, itt theiimg midsummer, but mortherly Asian. notably Siberians 
and Japamese were weeny geod att Sunset fem, tut a shade poorer in Kailua. 


Burtiher experiments willl, iim tie fiuttere, be conducted in other parts of the 
Island; itt fis belliiexedl theatt theme ame areas where Little or no North American 
reception tis possible, and where South Pacific stations dominate. The natural 
area flor such mensptiion would! ihe tthe somttih shore a little west of Honolulu;

14 such as the path fran Boston to Scandinavia (the solid black line on the map) 
are "in the clear" and MW reception is unaffected by the auroral zone. Nights 
such as represented by Figure 1 are quite rare and seldom occur more than a few 
times a year (September 21, 1969 was such a night). Figure 2 shows what might 
be thought of as "typical" auroral conditions. Note that the region of auroral 
absorption extends further to the South; the intensity of the absorption is also 
much greater than before. Note that some of the TA signal paths will now be 
blocked by the auroral zone; the signal path shown is the great cirele from 
Boston to Germany - it's just about the most Northerly path that's still open. On 
such a night the Scandinavian stations are inaudible, whereas signals from 
stations in Southern Europe are not absorbed at all. Figure 3 represents a 
period of high auroral activity; note that the auroral zone now extends much more 
to the South than before. The amount of a absorption is extremely intense during 
such an auroral storm and all MW signals Europe and North America are totally 
blocked since all such signal paths must pass a considerable distance through the 
auroral region. The two worst such storms so far this year occurred on March 
24th and September 30th; on those nights even signals from semilocal stations 
were affected by the presence of the absorbing layer which was then directly 
overhead. : 


Therefore the exact location of the auroral zone is very important in 
determining just which set of Transatlantic stations will be audible on a par- 
ticular night. Or, working backwards, by comparing the TA receptions of MW 
DX'ers in many different areas on one particular night, we may be able to produce 
a detailed map of the exact location of the auroral zone on that particular 
night. This is the basic idea behind this particular listening experiment. The 
general location of the auroral zone (as suggested by certain scientific 
measurements such as geomagnetic index and Riometer values) agrees with overall 
TA reception patterns as indicated by Figures 1-3 extremely well. The purpose of 
this experiment is to gather enough observations on TA receptions for one night 
to enable us to locate the position of the auroral zone with great accuracy on 
one particular night. The position of the auroral zone thus measured will be 
compared with the scientific data gathered by research installations and earth 
satellites on that day; from this we hope to gain more understanding of the 
relationship between MW reception patterns, the position of the auroral zone, 
and various geophysical measurements. Another result of this experiment will 
be an indication of just how well the auroral zone follows the Earth's magnetic 
field = that is, whether the Southern edge of the auroral zone is smooth as showm 
on our drawings or is samewhat "ragged", 


[> what to do 


This particular listening test will be very simple; depending upon how the 
results turn out we may either repeat the experiment some time in the future or 
modify the procedure somewhat. 


Beginning around or slightly prior to the time of sunset in North America 
on November 7th (about 1650 EST or 2150 GMT that date), simply keep a careful 
record of which Transatlantic medium-wave stations are audible, together with an 
indication of how well they are heard on that night. If you are an experienced 
Transatlantic listener, we'd also like your personal judgement on these TA 
receptions ~ that is, whether a logging is uncommonly "good" or "poor", or about 
“Naverage"'". From this subjective data we hope to get some idea as to whether or 
not the test night was typical or not. The test period will continue for 8 hours 
until 0050 EST or 0550 GMT on November 8th; by that time dawn will be occurring 
in Europe. All Transatlantic receptions that are made on the test night will 
be important data for this experiment; in the event that you log a station and 
are unable to identify it, supply us with program details and times and we'll 
see if someone else identified it - we'll let you know promptly by return mail 
in such a case, 
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Transatlantic stations to try for during test: 


(All but one of the following stations have already been heard with 
good signals in North America this year. We have divided these best. 
pets into three groups representing high, medium, and low latitude 
signal paths; naturally the signals from the high-latitude stations 
may be inaudible if the auroral zone extends relatively far to the 
South on the night of the test.) 


* indicates that the station remains on the air nonstop all night; 
otherwise most of these stations sign off around 1900-2000 EST. 


$ indicates a high power station which should be easy to hear if 
eonditions are even moderately good that night.

RANDOM THOUGHTS ON THE CONSTRUCTION OF A FET ALTAZIMUTH LOOP ANTENNA 
by Russell J. Edmunds 


First, let me establish the premise that ali NRCters should endeavor to 
obbain a FET altazimth loop, since with the advent of the loop kit, there is 
mm good reason whatever for denying oneself this necessity. There are, however, 
several. variations which can help to alleviate some of the drawbacks to a loop, 
of which, perhaps the physical size of the loop is the most important. The 
mounting of the loop has a great deal to say regarding the amount of space it 
will take up. While it is presently impractical to attempt to make the FET 
altazimith loop conveniently portable, it can be made semi-~portable, or at 
least moveable. This can be done by two methods. First, is a method which was 
demonstrated at the 1969 Convention by Duane Glese. This is the conceot of 
employing a tripod as a mount, which is done by purchasing a folding antenna 
base ( Allied Radio part mumber 11B 20)3W for example ), and obtaining a one-~ 
foot length of 1" ide diameter steel pipe. The Pipe is held into place at 
the inside of the antenna mount by means of the setscrews supplied with the 
mount, then the dowel of the loop is slipped into the pipe. 


The other method is to purchase the same section of pipe, threaded both 
ends, and a pipe fitting known as a floor flange. This attachment should ace 
cept the thread on the section of Pipe, and can then be bolted into a 2 foot 
Square piece of 3/)" plywood. This gives a solid mount for a loop, which can 
be made moveable by the addition of plastic casters to the underside of the 


base. If these casters are positioned even moderately carefully, there should 
be no problem of stability. 


Another problem which has plagued loop builders in the past is a convenient 
way to avert the friction problems generally encountered in the rotation of the 
loop itself, as well as in the tilt arm for the altazimith loop. This problem 
is neatly solved by the Procurement of a type of liquid plastic known as "Vara~ 
thane". This product is produced by a company called "Flecto" and is advertised 
as a liquid plastic especially suited to coating wood. It appears to be almost 
totally frictionless, and in addition, it is impervious to almost everything 
from acid to abrasives. Furthermore, it can be used to coat the entire wooden 


superstructure of the loop to retard warping or other undesirable dimensional 
changes. 


Still another problem, although less severe, is in the length of the 
transmission line used in balancing the loop. The specified length will probably 
be a bit short, and the reader is advised that this does not mean the end of 
the world, it simply means that you should try to purchase about twelve feet 
of auto antenna cable, either in one section, or in two, DO NOT try to couple 
two shorter lengths, This will allow a transmission line of up to six feet, 
which should be all that is necessary, 


Finally, do not despair if you have built a oop without the FET amp, and 
your Qespoiling potentiometer ( component "N" in original plans ) seems to be 
ineffective, This is because this item is designed primarily for use with the 
FET, and is inserted in the plans because it is actually a part of the basic 
Sans-FET loop circuit. With these thoughts in mind, you may well find that you 
are even more pleased with your loop than you would have been without them,
